Tho finding of the U.S. Marine Court, 
Shanghai, which enquired into the stranding 
of tho. sailing versol Carrizr, Dovo, hus been 
rondered os follows (we: take the roport from 
the’ N.C. Datiy News) :—~ i 
" ‘Pho evidence before us shows that, as ‘the 
Cagrier ‘Dove approached the shores of China 
after a prosperous soyago, observations wore 
takon fixing hor pceition up to June 28th 
at’ 3 pam... None could be ' takon afterwards, 
By. the Captain's caloulations the “Noth 
Baddles Light would be abont. 26 miles 8.W. 
‘at daylight on’ the morning of June 30th. 
Shortly bofire 4 c'elock om. of that day, he 
sent the second mate aloft, who reported that he 
‘conld just seoa revolving light in thot direction, 
Not satisfied with this report, the Captain thon 
put on oll sail snd bended his conrsa as he 
supposed for Amhorst Rack. At 9.80 a.m, the 
veasol struck 12 miles N, W. of Shaweishan, 
The crew were resened by the Treas (Capt, 
Johns) with only the loss of one man and were 
bronght to Bhanghai from Shaweishan by tho 
‘Haean (Capt. Wallace). . Both of these Captains 
showed tho helpfulness and. kindness which is £0 
charactoristic of seafaring mon.

appear to tho unprofessional observer that such 
atringout moans are unnecessary, bat. not so;
